THE PROPOSED SHIP SUBSIDY. 
From the Jacksonville TImes-Union. 
Chairman Lasker of the shipping board, 
expresses the belief that any free compe­ 
tition with the privately owned shipping of 
the world, through successful government 
operation, is an impossibility. 
He thinks 
government operation of ships is not only a 
costly failure but is driving private owners 
off the seas without accomplishing any­ 
thing itself. 
Reading this we feel such a degree of 
mental confusion that we feel inclined to 
state it again in the hope of finding out 
what’s what. The government cannot com­ 
pete with private owners but the govern-, 
ment is driving private owners off the sea. 
It is driving them 
off because it cannot 
compete with them? 
Think what a com­ 
plete sweep it would make if it could com­ 
pete with them. 
We believed Mr. Lasker stated it that 
government ownership could not compete 
with individual efficiency on the seas but 
it was somewhat a surprise to find that its 
failure would drive its successful competi­ 
tors out of business. 
But in the competition between individu­ 
als can the Americans hold their own with 
foreigners? Mr. Lasker says the Seamans 
Act is all right. 
If so what is so wrong as 
to necessitate a subsidy? 
Mr. Lasker with the help of his thirty- 
five thousand dollar a year assistants has 
worked out a ship 
subsidy 
plan that he 
hopes congress will accept w*ith practically j 
no change. 
He w*arns congress that “any 
radical change in the proposals might re­ 
sult in the destruction of the whole.” 
If 
this is true by all means give us a radical 
change. 
Mr. Laskir might give congress credit 
for knowing something about 
legislating 
since congress is composed of the men 
elected by the people to legislate. 
While 
the people doubtless make mistakes some 
times it is conceivable that they do not al­ 
ways make them.
